238 Highland park, 
early Sunday morning, and caused 
the death of four-year-old Michael 
Cann from suffocation was caused 
from a light inside an electric re­ 
frigerator in the kitchen of the 
house, was voiced by Jack Arms, in­ 
vestigator for the state fire marshal s 
office late Monday. 
A? the direction of the investi­ 
gator, G lenn Welshaar of Wetahaar 
Brothers hardware and appliance 
store removed the motor of the re­ 
frigerator. kK ated at tile bottom of 
the large box Arms said, however, 
it was unlikely that the fire had 
.surfed in the motor, since the floor 
underneath was not burned 
TTie interior of the refrigerator 
was no badly burned that some of 
the metal parts were fused 
The 
heat inside the refrigerator must 
have been terrific." Arms said 
Cupboards Clone 
Next to the refrigerator, which 
was near tire kitchen door, were the 
kitchen sink and enclosed cupboards. 
So badly burned were the cupboards 
that firemen and Mr Arms did not 
know there had been cupboards on 
this side of the room until they 
visited a neighboring house similarly 
built and were told of the cup­

Hie land purchases, reported first 
by Tile Gettysburg Times several 
week* ago, are being made for an 
unnamed client by Attorney Frank­

Hetges. 
real estate agent They say they are 
not permitted to identify the real 
buyer of farms in the Stone Jug-to- 
Ha rn pion. section, a property near 
Cashtown and land in at least one 
other unidentified section of the 
county. 
Speculation that Bethlehem Steel 
company is buying the land brought 
a denial from a company official 
several weeks ago. 
Residents in some of the areas in­ 
volved said that prior to the farm 
land purchases, a low-flying plane 
was seen cruising over the area, 
trailing a cable. Cathcart said this 
could be a description of an air­ 
borne magnetometer, which is often 
used to determine if iron ore is be­ 
neath the surface 
Cathcart said that copper is know n 
to be in the area, but that neither 
copper nor uranium would be sought 
with such an apparatus.
